Newly submitted claims 18-26 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: they are drawn to a different 
category of invention that has a separate classification (29/25.35) and the searches are not the 



same 



Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 18-26 withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention.
